HAIFA. - Israel Railways experts 
today are doe to examine the “black 
box” speed recorder of the train 
involved in Friday's collision with a 
minibus at a level crossing near Lod 
in which five people were killed. 

The bts driver and his four pas- 
sengers went over the crossing at 
Moshav Bareket and were hit by the 
Jerusalem-Haifa train. The dead 
were the driver, Hassan Behor, 60, 
bis wife Sa’ida, 58 , their 17-year-old 
son Amos, all from Moshav That 
Yehuda, and Tamar HQlel, 45 and 
Dinir Hillel, 46, from Moshav 
Bareket. 

Moshav members at the scene of 
the crash said that the two Hillel 
family members were on their way to 
_ . the Israel Aircraft Industries plant 
where they were employed. Behor 
was also employed by the plant as a 
driver. 

Twenty-two people were 
killed, inducting 19 children, in a 
collision between a train and school 
. bus at a simil ar level -crossing near 
Moshav Habonim on June 11. 

Israel Railways managing director 
Zvi Tsafriri said that their inquiries 
showed that the train driver, a 55- 
year-old Haifa resident with 30 years 
experience, was in no way to blame 
for the accident. 

The crossing’s flashing red warn- 
ing light and alarm bell, which are 
r automatically operated when a train 
is approaching, had been checked 
and found in order. ' 

In Tsafriri's opinion the crossing 
was not a dangerous one and there 
was a clear view along the line in 
both directions'. 

He said that the speed limit for 
tr ains on this particular stretch was 
about 80 kilometres per hour. The 
black box recorder from the train 
would be checked today but he 
doubted very much that die driver 
had been spading.

120 dead in Texas air crash 


GRAPEVINE, Texas (AP). - 
Workers using a huge crane sear- 
ched yesterday for bodies in the 
wreckage of a Delta Air Lines -jet 
carrying 149 passengers that crashed 
in heavy rain and exploded near 
Dallas-Fort Worth international air- 
port, authorities said. - 
Dr. Charles Petty, medical -ex- 
aminer for Dallas County , said that 
the bodies of “more than 120” peo- 
ple from Flight 191 had been reco- 
vered. 


Secretary at foe medical examin- 
er’s office, said the chief investigator 
at the scene told her about 130 
people had been killed. 

“They’re waist deep in debris and 
' they’re digging for bodies,” said a 
Fort Worth fire chief . 

“There axe a few pieces in there' 
that you can tell it was plane. The 
rest is just debris.” 

Twenty-eight passengers and 
three flight attendants survived the. 
fiery crash. " 
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. Tsafriri said the driver was stfliin a 
. state of shock following the accident, 
which happened at 1:15 p.m. on 
Friday, and had asked to be tempor- 
arily relieved of his duties. 

The train dragged the minibus 
several metres along the line before 
the force of the collision sent it 
spinning off into a ditch along the 
track. Two bodies were thrown clear 
of the vehicle. The remainder were 
trapped inside. 

The bodies, which were identified 
on the spot, were transferred to 
Beilinson Hospital in Fetah Txkva. 

Meanwhile three family members 
were killed and two injured, one of 
them seriously, in an accident early 
Friday morning on the coastal road 
south of Ashkelon. 

The accident occurred when a 
truck driven by a Hebron resident, 
travelling from north to south; col- 
lided head on with a car travelling 
north from Gaza. The occupants of 
the car, which was completely 
crushed from the force of the colli- 
sion, were from Beit Hamm in the 
northern part of the Gaza strip. 

One woman was killed and seven 
persons were injured in a two-car 
crash at the intersection of Arlosor- 
ov and Ibn Gvirol Streets in Tel Aviv 
early Saturday morning. The 
woman, Rachel Shalom, 33, from 
Jerusalem, was pregnant. 

In. the week ending Thursday 
night, seven people were killed and 
53 injured in road accidents through- 
out die country. The dead include 
three pedestrians. The injured in- 
clude 41 pedestrians, 22 of them 
children.

IAF blasts 
terrorist 
base in 
Lebanon

Israel Air Force jets struck on 
Friday morning at a terrorist base in 
Lebanon belonging to the organiza- 
tion responsible for several suicide 
car-bomb attacks against the Israel 
Defence Forces and the South 
Lebanese Army. All the planes re- 
turned safely to base and reported, 
hits on the target, the IDF spokes- 
man announced. 

Two terrorists were killed and 
four were wounded in the raid on a 
base of the Syrian Nationalist Social 
Party (SNSP) in Shtoura. eastern 
Lebanon, party sources in Beirut 
reported. 

The pro-Syrian Lebanese orga- 
nization had been responsible for 
four recent suicide car-bomb attacks 
in the South Lebanese security zone, 
the IDF spokesman noted in a com- 
munique. 

A score of Lebanese civilians and 
SLA soldiers were killed in these 
attacks, and some IDF men were 
injured. 

The IAF raid is the continuation 
of declared IDF policy to hit the 
terrorists when it sees fit to keep 
them off balance to prevent attacks 
on Israel. The raid was the second air 
strike last week and the ninth this 
year. 

SNSP officials said four IAF Phan- 
toms took part in the raid on their 
base in Shtoura. 16 kilometres west 
of the Syrian border. Two bombed 
the base, a former hotel 50 metres 
off the Beirut-Damascus highway. 
The other two circled above provid- 
ing cover. 

They said the planes made two 
passes around 9:15 a.m. They drop- 
ped bombs on the second run from a 
high altitude, collapsing the two- 
storey. brick building like a deck of 
cards. 

Officials of the pro-Syrian group 
said Hafez Sayegh, the SNSP’s fi- 
nance chief, and four other leaders 
had left minutes before the raid. 
They said most, of the building had 
been evacuated* in case of retalia- 
tion, and. that those killed and 
wounded were guards. 

Habib Kayrouz, the SNSP’s chief 
spokesman , vowed in Beirut that his 
men will increase their attacks and 
strike “into the heart of Israel.” 


Labour parly 
gears up for 
early elections

TEL AVIV. - With the level of 
invective between the large par- 
ties escalating, moves are under- 
way in Labour to prepare for 
possible early elections, re- 
liable and highly placed Labour 
sources said yesterday. 

Among the sources are some very 
close to prime Minister Peres. They 
stressed that Peres himself is not 
interested in rhe breakup of the 
national unity government and that 
he would like to keep it alive for at 
least the remainder of his term. 

Peres is not convinced that a nar- 
row coalition can be set up. and he is 
for from certain that new and costly 
elections could bring any result other 
than another deadlock between the 
parties. 

However, despite his reserva- 
tions, there is growing concern that 
the government cannot last. 

In addition, there is a ground- 
swell in Labour against continuing 
the partnership with the Likud as is*. 
Any signs of an early success in 
handling the economy and holding 
inflation at bay could encourage 
Labour to try its luck at the polls. 
The Jerusalem Post was told. 

To prepare for this eventuality, a 
Labour team is establishing an 
embryo campaign headquarters. The 
Post was told. The decision to do the 
groundwork for possible early elec- 
tions was taken veiy high up in the 
party, with the leadership in frill 
agreement with the move. 

Industry Minister Ariel Sharon 
meanwhile has blamed Peres for 
attacks on him and on the Likud. 


“He doesn't have to tell the minis- 
ters to do it,” Sharon said during a 
television interview Friday evening. 
“It’s enough that he doesn't try to 
stop them. Mr. Peres should realize 
that he is premier of the entire 
national unity government, not of 
one faction.” 

Sharon said rhat in recent months 
leaks from cabinet meetings have 
included reports of words that were 
□ever said. “I think most of the leaks 
come from the Prime Minister's 
Office, even if he is not personally 
responsible," Sharon said. 

He said he apologized for the tone 
of statements against Peres he made 
at Thursday's cabinet meeting, but 
not for their content. 

Labour Party secret ary- general 
Uzi Baram denounced Sharon's 
attacks and said the Likud has made 
a practice lately of attacking the 
prime minister. 

Herat chairman Yoram Andor. 
also on TV, replied that Peres had 
started the attacks and the Likud 
could not be expected to take it 
quietly. “There are beginning to be 
voices in the Labour Party calling for 
dismantling the national unity gw 
emmem," Aridor said. “I hope the 
agreement allowing Mr. Shamir to 
be prime minister will be hon- 
oured.” 

Labour sources gave no specific 
target date for possible early elec- 
tions. 

Nevertheless, there is talk in the 
party that if the government falls, it 
would be in late autumn. It is noted 
that the Knesset has started its sum- 
mer recess and not much is likely to 
happen until it reconvenes.

An-Najah University closed for two months

The authorities ordered on Friday 
the closure for two months of an- 
Najah National University in Nab- 
lus. The closure follows the murder 
last week of an Israeli civilian in.the 
dty and the discovery on campus of 
material the military authorities 
termed as “likely to incite.” 

The curfew clamped on the chy 
following the murder of Afula resi- 
dent Albert. Bukhris last Tuesday 
afternoon was lifted yesterday. 
Although troops made scores of 
arrests during their house-to-house 
search of central neighbourhoods of 
the largest city in the West Bank, 
there have been no reports of prog- 
ress in the investigation. . 


Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
who visited Nablus following the 
murder, ordered the temporary do- 
sure of. the campus at the time, and 
roadblocks were erected on routes 
leading to it. The explanation for the 
closure provided at the time by milit- 
ary sources was that the -students 
were due to hold their annual elec- 
tions tomorrow, and the closure was 
necessary to prevent unrest. As late 
as Thursday evening, senior military 
sources were anticipating that the 
closure of the university, which is 
two weeks short of completing its 
summer semester, would be lifted 
along with the curfew or soon after. 

During thejrsearch of the campus, 
troops reportedly discovered quanti- 


ties of placards and posters promot- 
ing Palestinian nationalism. They 
also found the student offices 
arranged along PLO factional lines. 

Last year an-Najah was closed for 
four months following the discovery 
of handbooks in subversion and 
popular resistance, as well as quanti- 
ties of pro-PLO material. 

In a statement issued by the uni- 
versity last night, the closure was 
condemned as “hardly likely to ease 
tension in foe West Bank” and as 
‘‘another measure of colletive 
punishment designed to satisfy foe 
demands of the settlers.” 

. A university, spokesman said that 
foe most immediate effect of the 
closure would be to delay the gra- 


duation of 500 students and the reg- 
istration of 1,500 new students. 

Meanwhile,, a military judge in 
Ramallab on Friday confirmed the 
six-month administrative detention 
order issued against Ziad Abu Ain. 
26, who was among the 1,150 prison- 
ers recently released in exchange for 
Israeli row’s, Itim reported. 

Thes administrative detention 
order was confirmed during a closed 
hearing during which evidence of 
Abu Ain’s alleged involvement in a 
plot to hijack an Israeli bus were 
reportedly revealed. ' 

The order, the first issued by the 
OC Central Command in six years, is 
subject to a review by a military 
judge every three months.

But one person who worked 
throughout the troubles was taxi 
driver Awad Haddar, from the near- 
by village of Soiam. 

. He said that despite the anti- Arab 
atmosphere he had not been unduly 
frightened while be was driving 
round in bis taxi, “The only thing I 
was afraid of was somebody throw- 
frig a stone.

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Top U.S. official starts Mideast tour

WASHINGTON. - The new Ij.S. 
Deputy Secretary of State, John 
Whitehead, yesterday arrived in Jor- 
dan on the first leg of a familiariza- 
tion tour of the Middle East which 
will take him in the coming days to 
Egypt. Saudi Arabia. Israel and 
Morocco. 

Whitehead, who recently replaced 
Kenneth Dam as the No, -2 man in 
the State Department after George 
Shultz, is eager to play a more im- 
portant role in the Middle East dur- 
ing the coming months and years, 
U.S. officials said. 

“This is not a negotiating mis- 
sion.'* a State Department spokes- 
man told reporters on Friday. 
“Rather, it is an opportunity to be- 
come broadly familiar with the re- 
gion and personally acquainted with 
some of the key leaders." 

The State Department did not 
release Whitehead’s exact itinerary, 
citing security concerns. 


The deputy secretary, who came 
to the State Department from the 
New York investment house of 
Goldman Sachs and Company, met 
for lunch last week with Israeli 
Ambassador Meir Rosenne to dis- 
cuss his schedule in Israel. Presum- 
ably, Whitehead will meet with 
Prime Minister Peres, Foreign 
Minister Shamir. Defence Minister 
Rabin and others. 

The spokesman said there still are 
no final plans regarding the return of 
Assistant Secretary of State for Near 
Eastern and South Asian Affairs’ 
Richard Murphy to the Middle East. 
The Whitehead mission does not 
replace the expected Murphy trip, 
he added. Murphy is not accom- 
panying Whitehead. 

Missing from Whitehead's sche- 
dule was a stopover in Syria. The 
spokesman insisted that “time con- 
straints” did not allow Whitehead to 
visit more countries. 

Asked whether the. Middle East 
would now become Whitehead's 


area of authority or responsibility, 
the spokesman. replied: “I would nor 
want, at this point, to draw that fine 
a distinction. As deputy secretary 
he’s responsible for the whole world. 
And, in feet, during the secretary’s 
absence, he has been functioning 
already, for quite some time, as 
acting secretary of state and, as a 
consequence, I think he’ll be in- 
terested on a global basis." 

In advance of Murphy's return to 
the region, the U.S. has been 
attempting to come up with an 
acceptable list of non-PLO Palesti- 
nians who might participate in a joint 
delegation with Jordanian officials 
to hold peace talks. U.S. officials 
yesterday said no final names have 
yet been accepted. 


The Americans are also pressing 
for stronger assurances that any such 
meeting with a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian group - which Israel 
basically opposes - will in fact lead to 
direct Arab-Israeli negotiations.

El A1 jumbo loses engine 
on Heathrow Airport tarmac

Parts of an El Al Boeing 747 
engine fell on the tarmac of Lon- 
don’s Heathrow airport soon after 
landing last Thursday. El AI officials 
said yesterday. The Jumbo was car- 
rying some 450 passengers from Tel 
Aviv. 

A broken blade knocked out the 
cowling - a metal casing surrounding 
the engine - while the plane was 
taxiing to the terminal. Airport 
workers were sent out to collect the 
pieces and the aircraft was towed to a 
British Airways hangar where the 
engine was replaced. The work 
caused an 1 8- hour delay in the return 
flight to Israel. 


El Al officials stressed that at no 
stage were the passengers in any 
danger. The engine reportedly had 
been functioning properly up tothe 
moment of landing. 

Nor did the engine shutdown en- 
tail any risk because the Jumbo 
could have completed its journey 
even on two engines, Leon Hasdai, 
vice president for engineering in El 
Al, said. 

Experts from El Al and Pratt and 
Whitney - the engine’s manufactur- 
ers - are to examine the broken 
engine parts. 

The same Boeing 747 was in- 
volved in another incident in Chica- 
go last week. A bird crashed into its 
nose, which encases Che radar.

Poll: Public believessteps , 
averted economic collapse

A large majority of the public 
believes that but for the emergency 
economic plan, the economy would 
be worse, or that a cojlapse would 
have-taken place. A majority rtf ink 
that the plan will contribute to im- 
proving the situation, but less than 
half think that this improvement will 
take place in less than a year. 

Th<g>e are several of the findings of 
a public-opinion poll conducted dur- 
ing the second week of July by the 
Israel Institute of Applied Social 
Research on behalf of the govern- 
ment. The poll alsb revealed that 
many think the burden of the plan is 
not fairly distributed, although it 
could have been. 

Some 63 per cent of respondents 
said that the plan wil make a con- ■ 
tribution to improving the economy, 
and 87 per cent said they would be 


prepared to reduce living standards 
to aid the plan. Some 77 percent said 
the economy would have worsened 
or collapsed without the plan and 59 
p«T cent thought the government 
should implement- the plan without 
further concessions to the Histadrut. 


Some 67 per cent' of respondents 
thought it was possible to distribute 
the burden in a fair way, but 66 per 
cent said the burden was not distri- 
buted fairly? 

The ministry said that tax collect 
tion last month totalled some 7.5 per 
cent less in real terms than in July 
1984. The ministry said that this was 
due to a 46 per cent chop in import 
taxes, while income tax revenue 
went up by 16.7 per cent as com- 
pared with the same month last year. 

,The ministry added that the tax 
figures reflected a low level of eco- 
nomic activity.

U.S. news media play upproblem of emigration from Israel

WASHINGTON. - In recent days 
the American public has been told a 
lot about Israel’s problem of emigra- 
tion. 


First, The Washington Post, on its 
front page last Thursday, reported 
the most recent efforts by the Israeli 
government to attract Israelis living 
in the U.S. back home. That report, 
by Jerusalem correspondent William 
Claiborne, was syndicated by the 
newspaper's feature service and 
appeared in other papers around the 
country. 


“With emigration of Israelis, par- 
ticularly to the United States, run- 
ning higher than at any time since the 
founding of the Jewish state, the 
government is beginning an inten- 
sive program to lure back disaffected 
emigres with promises of prosperity 
in the midst of economic chaos.” he 
wrote. 

Claiborne added: “A decision to 
leave Israel has become nearly 
acceptable within the space of three 
>■6315- which coincided with the war 
in Lebanon, the near collapse of the 
economy, the rise of hatred of Arabs 
among fundamentalist Jewish set- 
tiers, and growing polarization of the 
secular and religious levels of socie- 
ty- 

“Classified ads in Israeli news- 
papers offer sales of household 
goods by families that openly declare 
their intention to leave. In dinner 
table conversation, Israelis who a 
few years ago would never consider 
discussing emigration with casual ac- 
quaintances now take up the topic 
openly.” 

Later that night, ABC’s national- 
ly televised Nightline news program- 
me ran a 30-minute special focusing 
on Israelis leaving the country. That 
programme, hosted by anchorman 
Ted Koppel, quickly became the talk 
in Israeli and American Jewish cir- 


cles in Washington and elsewhere in 
fee U.S. 

“It was supposed to be the land of 
milk and honey, but since the nation 
of Israel was founded, nearly 10 per 
cent of the population has left, for 
good,” said Koppel in his introduc- 
tion. “We'll focus tonight on the 
reasons behind the exodus from 
Israel, and on efforts by the Israeli 
government to lure back some of 
those who've left.” 

The Nightline programme opened 
with a lengthy report by ABCs 
bureau chief in Israel, Bob Zelnick. 
The highlight of his report was a 
moving interview with Yoram Ben- 
Haim, a 34-year-old owner of a busy 
pub in Tel Aviv who has decided to 
ieave Israel for Toronto rJith his 
Canadian-born wife. 

Ben-Haim was born in Kibbutz - 
Kfar Hanassi in the Upper Galilee. * 
His parents, idealistic Zionists, had 
made aliya from Britain 37 years 
ago. They still live on the kibbutz. 
But in recent years, their two older 
sons had already left Israel for New 
York. 

“I have a business which is consi- 
dered to be successful, and I can't 
make a decent living," the younger 
Ben-Haim said. “What I mean by 
decent living is not just to be able to 
buy my bread and butter; it’s to be 
able to do small things, other things, 
that are for my own leisure.” 

But it is not just economic prob- 
lems that have convinced him to 
leave. “I believe that the reasons for 
this economic situation today in 
Israel have to do with the (1967) 
Six-Day War and the occupation of 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
and the Lebanon War, which are 
both, to my oplinion, a waste and a 
shame." 

He said that 18 years of occupa- 
tion has changed the character of 
Israelis. “You take .an 18-year old 
soldier and you put him in Hebron, 
and you tell him, those people (who)

•are walking the streets have no right. 
They’re not citizens of this country, 
and they’re your enemy and you 
. have absolute power upon them, and 
the old saying, 'Power corrupts and 
absolute power is absolute corrup- 
tion,’ is still true. There are religious 
fanatics and the common people. 
They've taken over. Simple people 
like me, that just want to live in quiet 
and peaoe with everybody, there’s 
no place any more." 

Ben-Haim went on to say he was 
overwhelmed by the intensity of 
events in Israel. “I can’t read the 
paper, it ruins my day. And I can’t 
watch TV, it does the same thing to 
me." 

Moshe Ben-Haim, his father, in- 
terviewed on the kibbutz, disagreed 
with his son. “Yon bring up your 
children to be independent human 
beings,” the father said. “You can 
agree with them or disagree* with 
them. I understand Yoram’s going. 
As I said, I don’t agree with him.” 

But the younger Ben-Haim said 
be does not consider himself an 
emigrant. *T feel myself as a person 
who has gone away for a while to 
think thing s over and, in my; mind, 
strongly I believe, and there’s almost 
no doubt about it, 1 will be back here 
if there wifi be something to come 
back to." 

Ya’acovTsur, Minister of Immig- 
rant Absorption and responsible for 
the latest campaign to lure back 
emigrants was interviewed by Kop- 
pel live via satellite. He was joined 
by Hirsh Goodman, defence corres- 
pondent of The Jerusalem Post who 
is now' visiting Washington. Good- 
man made aliya from South Africa 
some 20 years ago when be was 18. 
years old. Also joining the discus- 
sion was Prof. Seymour Martin Up- 
set of Stanford University is Califor- 
nia, as expert on immigration pat- 
terns to the U.S. 

Tsur conceded that the problem 
of emigration has become worse re- 
cently. "Look," he said, “I don’t 
know any justification for' leaving 
this country, because this country is 
not- this state is not a regular state. 
It’S also a fulfillment of a vision. Of 
coarse, what I can offer is to take 
part in this challenge to try to direct 
this country according to one’s own 
belief.” 


Asked by Koppel whether he 
considered people who have left 
Israel as traitors, Tsur replied: “I 
will use the word feat I can’t justify 
them, and in the same time, I don’t 
want to ban them. Because I think 
that they are the children of this 
place, and I want to continue to' 
speak wife them, to keep a dialogue 
with them, to call them to come 
back.” 

Goodman said it would be very 
difficult to win back many of the 
emigrants- “I think those with 
academic careers, those who've got a 
future in Israel in high tech, will 
come back,” he said. “I think those 
who came here (the U.S.) for money 
will stay here because of the 
money." 

“You can’t come to Israel for 
economic reasons,” Goodman said 
during another exchange with Kop- 
pel. “The truth of the matter is you 
can only live in Israel if you're an 
active Zionist, if you believe in what 
you’re doing, because it's rough, it's 
hard.. k 

. “And every word that that kid 
who’s leaving the kibbutz, who’s 
■ leaving the country, said is correct. 
We just look at the problem dif- 
ferently. I agree with almost every 
word he said, except t say to myself, 
rf I leave the country, if people like 
myself leave the country, it’s a very 
easy solution. We have to stay there 
and make it the country we want it to 


be, without Kahane, without the * 
militarism, without the rest of it." ‘ 

Lipset said that some, emigration 
from Israel should be expected. 
Countries which traditionally have 
high immigration also have high 
emigration. ’ 

“When people come to a land of •; 
immigration, many of them who 
come don’t stay," he said. 

In his research on the subject of 
emigration with Israeli sociologist 
Drora Cass, who lives in New York, 
Lipset discovered that “you almost 
can’t find an Israeli living in the 
United States - inducting people 
who’ve been here for 20, 25 years, of 
whom there are some - who will 
admit feat he’s here permanently. 
They all say they intend to go back. 
They all remain deeply committed to 
Israel.” 

Israeli officials in Washington and * 
New York were not happy that •' 
Nightline and The Washington Post 
had given such major attention to 
the subject. It is one aspect of Israel 
which historically has been pubfi- 
ceed by Arab propagandists who 
have argued that if the Arabs wait 
long enough, the Jews will simplv 
leave Israel or their numbers will he • 
too small to sustain a viable com- 
munity.

MKs. are secret. The Speaker may 
look at them, but he is forbidden to 
reveal any in formation they contain 
except' with the consent of the MK or 
at his request, or at the demand of a 
court. 

If the Speaker feels that a criminal 
offence is involved, he must refer the 
matter to the attorney general. If an 
MK has feiled to submit the declara- 
tion or has not submitted all the 
information required, the Speaker 
“is entitled, if in his opinion the 
arcumstances of the case warrant, to 
report (this) to the Ethics Commit- 
tee." • 

One could, hardly have come up 
with a weaker sanction than that, but 
. there is no indication that Hillel, 
intends to resort even to that mea- 
sure - not even with respect to the 
one- (delinquent member who told 
hixq straight out that he has no 
intention of filing the declaration. 

On the contrary, Pfiilel told the 
reporters that the declarations 
“actually are of little value.” They 


are designed to protect the MK him- 
self, he said, adding, “the Knesset 
member is the one who needs it, and 
nobody else." 

If this were true, the proper course 
would be for HOlel to initiate an 
amendment to the Code of Ethics, 
making the declaration voluntary.

' Yon don’t have to be sick to stay in 
a Knpat Holim Qalit rest home. 

The Histadrut sick fund has over 
L500 rooms in 15 rest homes from 
Ashkelon m the South to Ma’alot in 
the North, making it one of the 
country's major hoteliers. The rates 
are ludicrously low, starting at about 
$18.50 per person with full board. 

Understandably, with prices like 
these space is hard to find during the 
summer and holidays, especially 
since two-thirds of the rest homes 
are managed for Kupat Holim Qalit 
by various workers insurance funds, 
whose members have priority. T 

According to Zvi Matos, director 
of marketing for the homes, they 
have undergone a transformation 
over the past few years. In the early 
1950s, husbands and wives were not 
allowed to take their holiday 
together, then for many years chil- 
dren were not allowed. 

Today children are welcome and 
the only limitation is that many of 
the rooms were built to accommo- 
date couples without offspring. 

Typical of the “new” rest home is 
Yafari, inKfar Vitkin, where <haxng :

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third of the some 300 guests. Accom- 
modations are ample, but fax from 
spartan, although there is a some- 
what institutional atmosphere com- 
plete with a Beit Tarbut (House of

the morning. 

As elsewhere, children are offered 
separate organized activities. A pool 
is set in a beautifully landscaped 
hillside. Indeed, the most attractive 
feature of all the rest homes is the 
fact that they have extensive grounds 
and gardens. 

Outstanding in this respect is the 
Mrvtahim insurance-fund resort in 
Zichron Ya’acov, with a building 
that Won architect Ya’acov Richter 
an Israel Prize.

Levinger’s son on bail in extortion case

- Singer Yardena Ara- 
zi’s accusations that suiger-Ofra- 
Haza iseqgipeqpng violence, against 
herare ‘merely anew form of public- 
relations gimmick, to sell Arazi’s 
latest , album, Haza’s manager Be- 
zalel Aloni alleged at a press confer- 
ence Friday morning. ' 

“1 have reviewed the press dip- 
pings. and listened to recordings of 
radio and TV interviews in which 
Yardena alleges that oqc of Ofra’s 
fens shot ink at her out of a toy gun 
during a recent performance," Aloni 
said. 

“The thing which struck me was 
that in between nasty comments- ab- 
out Ofra and me, she talked about 
her new album. 

“Wanting to sell records is legiti- 
mate, of course, but there are limits 
to bow it should be done.” 

Aloni, who implied that Arazi is 
mentally unbalanced, said in reply to 
queries on why other pop artists 
speak ill of him, that they too have 
problems. But he got insulted when . 
some reporters suggested that 
perhaps he too bad his quirks. 

Haza, saying she opposes vio- 
lence, insisted she is too busy with 
her career to have instigated the 
harassment of Arazi. 

She stud she does not consider 
Arazi a rival and has nothing against 
her. But asked if she would agree to 
a joint performance with Arazi to 
urge fans not to resort to violence, 
she said Arazi would have to apolo- 
gize first. > 

Haza used the opportunity to dis- 
cuss her recording career and to 
mention that an American record 
company has expressed interest in 
her. She added tiiat her next album 
would be released next month. 


Vandals scatter books 
designated for burial 

HAIFA (Itim). - Vandals dese- 
crated tattered religious books that 
had beat designated for burial at the 
synagogue on Rehov Ibn Gvirol here 
fast week. 

The lipped and tattered books had 
been placed in boxes under the syna- 
gogue’s structure, which is sup- 
ported by pillars. The vandals scat- 
tered the contents of the boxes, and 
urinated on them..

• “After all I am a part of this 
community, and many of foe people 
in Afufa are my friends. We work 
together and we live together.” he 
said. 

The murders and the reaction of 
foe townspeople provoked mixed 
feelings in Haddar. 

“Like everybody else I was terr- 
ibly grieved about the murders, but 
at the same time I felt that in some 
way I was guilty simply because I am 
an Arab. 

“I can understand and sympathize 
with their (the Afufa townfolks) 
reaction but at the same time I think 
that what happened here in the town 
was a mistake. The local Arab com- 
munity should not be blamed or be 
held responsible for something that 
happened elsewhere . 

“We are Israeli citizens and we see 
this country as our home. We de- 
nounced the murders and the 
murderers and we feel that the peo- 
ple responsible should themselves be 
killed. We are against any form of 
anti- semi tism," said Haddar. 

He was asked why, if this was the 
case, foe people of his own and 
surrounding villages bad not demon- 
strated their opposition to terrorism. 

Haddar replied that in the first 
place they did not have a central 
place in which to demonstrate and 
secondly they were afraid that any 
form of protest on their part could 
have been misinterpreted by Afula’s 
Jewish residents. 

He agreed that some Arabs in his 
own community did not wish to 
publicly decry terrorism for fear of 
reprisals. But these were foe excep- 
tions rather than foe rule, he said. 

The majority of people in Had- 
dar's village are still frightened of 
coming to Afula, but he hoped that 
this would soon pass and they would 
return to foe town. 

Asked if there was a likelihood of 
an Arab backlash as a result of the 
disturbances in the .town. Haddar 
said he thought it unlikely. 

“I am hopeful that life here for all 
of us will return to normal without 
any problems, but there is always a 
nagging doubt, especially after what 
has happened,” he ddded. 

Benny Moshe-Hai is foe manager 
of foe taxi business, Moniot Israel, 
where Haddar is employed. He is 
also a relative of terrorist victim 
Albert Bukhris. 

Yet Moshe-Hai, wbo was bom in 
Iran, also believes that people, Jews 
and Arabs, can and should work 
together. 

“I was in my car when I beard foe 
news about Albert, and 'at that mo- 
ment 1 wanted to blow up the world, 
and especially Arabs. But 20 mi- 
nutes later, by the time I got home , I 
had calmed down and I said to 
myself that I could not blame the 
Arabs generally because of what 
some ..madmen frad done," said 
Moshe-rHai. ■ . , . .. . . .■ v> 

“I think the majority of people 
here feel foe same. It has just taken 
some of them a bit longer to reach 
this conclusion." 

Moshe-Hai also had harsh words 
for Kahane and members of his 
party. “If I bad my way I would 
throw Kahane into foe sea or at least 
send him back to America. I feel 
very bitter about somebody wbo 
tries to ,g*ake political capital out of 
our pain, grief and sense of loss.” 

As Afula’s Mayor Ov^dia Eli had 
predicted, life in the town on Friday 
appeared to be hack to normal with 
people going about their business as 
usual. 

Eli himself said he was confident 
that the town would return to its 
former image of a quiet and solid 
community. 

Eli also condemned foe attacks on 
journalists during their reporting of 
events in the town and the funerals 
of its murdered residents. 

He said it was the right and pri- 
vilege of journalists in a democratic 
country to report to the public on 
what was happening, and he viewed 
the outbursts very gravely. 

“This is a phenomenon that we 
have never experienced in Afula and 
I hope never will again,” be added. 

Eli revealed that most of the muni- 
cipality’s six Arab employees had 
worked normally throughout the 
troubles and the rest were now re- 
turning. 

Eli also denounced Kahanism, 
saying there was no place for it in 
Afula. The way to tackle the prob- 
lem was by explanation, education 
and by setting foe right example, he 
said. 


Levy; Hussein must halt terror for own good

King Hussein and his government 
should be responsible for preventing 
terrorist acts against Israel from Jor- 
dan, Chief of General Staff Rav- 
Aluf Moshe Levy told Israel radio on 
Friday evening. 

Tin not saying be should do it for 
us; he should do it for himself, to 
protect his own throne. He learned 
in 1970 what dangers his regime may 
face from terrorist strength. 

In answer to repeated questions 
on whether he believes Israel should 
attack terrorist bases inside Jordan. 
Levy said this had been done in the 
past, and when and if he deems it 
necessary, be would make recom- 
mendations to foe proper forum. 

Levy warned against the illusion 
of any miracle cure for terrorism. 
The death penalty might be some 
deterrent, but carrying it out in a 
free, democratic state was a different 
matter than doing so in a totalitarian 
state, he said. Israeli law allows for 
the death penalty , but the decision to 
seek its imposition must be made 
wisely and calmly. A mistake could 
be costly. Levy said. 

Expulsion of organizers or instiga- 
tors of terrorism could be an efficient 
weapon, he said. But punishing 
those around the terrorists - as by 
destroying their families’ homes - 
presents problems. 


“We dealt with this dilemma in 
Lebanon. On the one hand, we 
didn't want the Shi'ites to hate us. 
On the other, when we knew terror- 
ist acts against us were being planned 
in a certain Shi’ite village, we had no 
choice but to go in and find the 
weapons and people.” 

Levy said that to be overcome by 
fear and hatred was the worst mis- 
take. If Israelis stop moving around 


foe country freely, or begin to hate 
Arabs, they would be giving the 
terrorists a bigger victory than they 
'had ever dreamed of. he said. 

Asked whether he would serve for 
a fourth year as chief of the general 
staff and whether he is considering a 
subsequent political career. Levy 
said only that he had a job to do and 
would do it until he was told to stop. 
“It gives me satisfaction." he said. 


Shahak for pre-empting terrorists

Terrorists planning to attack 
Israel should themselves be attacked 
wherever they arc. including Jordan. 
Aluf Amnon Shahak. OC Central 
Command, told Israel Television on 
Friday evening. 

Shahak refused to say whether 
actions such as the closure of An- 
Najah University or the administra- 
tive arrest of terrorist Ziad Abu- Ain 
represented a shift towards a harder 
line. 

“This isn’t the first time an-Najah 
has been closed, though I hope it will 
be the last. If the university adminis- 
tration realizes that a university is for 
teaching, not for giving terrorists a 
platform to express their views, it 
will be possible to keep the universi- 
ty open.. ..As for the terrorist, he 


went back to terrorism, so h.» place 
is in prison." 

Shahak said that collective punish- 
ments are not a good idea, because 
innocent people are thereby victi- 
mized. Bui expulsion, destruction of 
terrorists' homes and other mea- 
sures should be taken when and 
where they are likely to prove effec- 
tive. 

He said there could be many 
reasons for the increase of terrorist 
activity: a stronger terrorist presence 
in Jordan, the results of the war in 
Lebanon and the release of terrorists 
in the Tecent prisoner exchange 
might be some. “But there are un- 
doubtedly other reasons. We're 
looking for them, and we'll find 
answers to all of them,” he said.

Murder, not suicide, says soldier’s kin 


The brother of a soldier declared a 
suicide by the IDF in 1972 believes 
that the soldier was murdered and on 
Friday petitioned the High Court of 
Justice to order a new probe. 

Eli Molson’s body was found on 
the railway tracks near Haifa 13 
years ago. An army panel said that 
he had been depressed and had com- 
mitted suicide right after being re- 
leased from jail the same day. 

In his petition, Amram Mo Ison 


said that his brother was murdered by 
a person or persons who dismem- 
bered him to take platinum rods that 
bad been put in his limbs by surgeons 
. following a traffic accident. ' 

AfaTaki? Mritionsail brother 
■ had bragged of these rods to fellow 
inmates in an army jail. 

He also charged that the IDF had 
ignored evidence casting doubt on 
suicide and had turned back all pleas 
to reopen the investigation. 


HUC seeks trial in 
dispute over books 

CINCINNATI ( AP). - Hebrew Un- 
ion College officials asked a New 
York Court on Thursday to order a 
professor who smuggled Hebrew 
documents out of Nazi Germany to 
stand trial to determine who owns 
the books. 

The college wants the sacred 
documents to be distributed to 
several public institutions. HUC 
Prof. Emeritus Alexander Guttman. 
83. of Cincinnati drew widespread 
criticism from Jewish groups when it 
was learned that he kept the books 
and manuscripts until fast year, then 
sold them at an auction house in New 
York City. 

New York State Attorney- 
General Robert Abrams sued to 
block the sale and later made a 
settlement with Gunman, his wife 
and the auction house. The college 
filed a request for trial with the New 
York State Supreme Court after the 
court asked for public comment on 
the settlement. 

The president of the college. 
Alfred Gottschalk. wrote in an affi- 
davit that Gunman never owned the 
books and should not receive the 
$900,000 he would get from the 
settlement. 

Guttman has said the chairman of 
. the board of a rabbinical seminary in 
Berlifi gave him the books as a gift 45 
years ago. He said he risked his life 
to save the books. 

The books were sold for $2.2 mil- 
lion, which was put in escrow after 
Abrams sued the New York Gty 
auction house. 


Jazz fiddle, vocals, make festival a knock-out

The moon was full and the audi- 
ence wasn’t, but as the lunar orb got 
higher so did the crowd. That’s be- 
cause foe participants in the fifth 
International Jerusalem Jazz Festiv- 
al all turned in splendid perform- 
ances at the Sultan's Pool on Thurs- 
day night. 

Surprise hit of foe four-hour even- 
ing for this reviewer was the Michael 
Urbaniak Constellation, a very re- 
fined ensemble featuring foe Polish- 
bom electric violinst and ably abet- 
ted by the leader’s wife, vocalist 
Ursula Dudziak. Urbaniak made me 
eat everything I’ve ever said about 
foe jazz fiddle. For my money, his 
lyricism, range and inventiveness, 
aided by his strong melodic composi- 
tional fines, left foe likes of Jean 
Luc-Ponty in foe dost, while Stephen 
Grappelli merely remains a bad 
memory. 

Dudziak was also a delight. Intro- 
ducing the Constellations, the vocal- 
ist and her black box of electronic 
tricks provided a variety of tonalities 
that conjured everything from an 
Amazonian aviary to Gregorian 
monks on the march to mass. In duet 


with Urbaniak, Urszula supplied top 
and bottom-register counterpoint 
with astonishing precision. Then 
backed by foe whole band, both took 
off on some fine improvisatory 
flights. 

Earlier, Dudziak built a bridge to 9 
foe Constellation set by ringing in 
duet with Joe Farrell’s solid tenor 
sax on one of Monk's signature 
tunes, “Straight, No Chaser." Far- 
rell and his back-up themselves had 
turned in a fistful of fine numbers, 
opening with a boppy original called 
“Vim and Vigour" and going on to a 
lush and lovely flute piece called 
“Angie” (marred perhaps by a 
heavy hand on foe drums). Back on 
sax. Farrell was in especially good lip 
for Monk's “Rhythm-y." 

Brazilian percussionist Airto 
Moreira both opened and closed foe 
evening. He began in miniature, 
delicately coaxing sound out of one 
of those weird single-string pole- 
and-gourd affairs until one of the 
mikes began to emit unwanted wah- 
wah. Frustrated and furious, Airto 
promptly abandoned playing and to 
the delight of the crowd vented his 
anger in a Sharon-like assault on his 
Chinese gong, chimes, cymbals, pots 


and pans. 

But Airto wasn't just a windmill of 
flailing arms that evening. He turned 
in top-notch percussion work and 
spirited vocals, and in all was even 
better than in his first appearance in 
Jerusalem in 1982. Of course, this 
time wife Flora Purim was on hand, 
and that may have inspired him. 

Purim reportedly was suffering a 
chest cold, but that didn't seem to 
impede her in holding her own. often 
with a hand-mike in each fist, against 
Moreira and their full back-up en- 
semble. Together they elided neatly 
between straight Latin numbers and 
solid jazz. For the finale everyone 
was on stage in a Bosch-like bash of 
percussion that had foe crowd on its 
feet, dancing and yelling for more 
(the Sultan's Pool management 
generally plays Cinderalla and pulls 
foe plug at midnight). 

Throughout the evening a number 
of excellent sidemen were in evi- 
dence, especially hard-working 
keyboardist Kei Akagi. funky bass 
player Carl James, and Airto's solid 
guitarist and that handsome blond 
hunk who simultaneously played 
trumpet and mini-keyboard. In all, a 
knock-out show.

Apartheid foes blame “Botha death squad’ 

Prominent lawyer slain in Durban 


JOHANNESBURG. - South Afri- 
ca's outlawed African National Con- 
egress has charged a death squad of 
the white-led government for' the 
murder of a prominent black civil- 
rights lawyer, Mrs. Nonyamezelo 
Mxenge, whose murder has aroused 
fears of new unrest. 

Police said the murder was the 
work of four black gunmen who 
escaped in a car. 

Mxenge, 43, was a defence attor- 
ney for 16 leaders of the United 
Democratic Front who face treason 
charges in Pietermaritzburg, near 
Durban. 

Police headquarters yesterday re- 
ported renewed sporadic outbreaks 
of stone-throwing and demonstra- 
tions in three townships in the Trans- 
vaal province, including Soweto, 
outside Johannesburg. 

In the Indian Ocean port city of 
Durban, where the lawyer was slain 


outside her home, 22 blacks were 
arrested for what police called “par- 
ticipating in-an illegal gathering" on 
Friday, bringing the total held under 
the emergency rule to over 1,400. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion whether the demonstration was 
directly connected with the slaying 
of Mxenge. 

In a statement from its exiled 
headquarters in Lusaka, Zambia, 
the ANC said the gunning down of 
Mxenge was the work of a “death 
squad of the Botha (Prime Minister 
P.W. Botha) regime." 

“This odious crime was planned 
and carried out by people who are 
inspired only by the desperation and 
vengeance of a demented beast," 
ANC secretary-general Alfred Nzo 
said in a statement telexed to the 
Associated Press in Johannesburg. 

“But neither their death squads, 
who have already killed many, nor 


martial law wil stop the advance of 
our struggle,’' the statement added. 
The ANC is the main guerrilla orga- 
nization fighting to overthrow white 
rule. 

The -Reagan administration has 
condemned the killing, and a State 
Department spokesman called the 
murder a heinous and horrible 
crime. 

“We call on the authorities in 
South Africa to find and prosecute 
the perpetrators,” the spokesman 
said. 

Australia said Friday : t is recalling 
its envoy for consultations as a “ges- 
ture of protest" against apartheid. 
The U.S. recalled its ambassador 
Herman Nickel on July 14, and the 
10 European Community 
announced Wednesday that they are 
calling their envoys home for con- 
sultations. (AP, Reuter) 


RESEARCHERS SAY: 

'A-bomb never targeted on Germany 5 



WASHINGTON (AP). - From the 
start, the U.S. targeted Japan and 
not Germany for the first atomic 
bombing because of greater fear of 
German retaliation, two document 
researchers said Thursday. 

U.S. journalist-editor John Kelly 
and Indian-born scientist Arjun 
Makhijani, at a news conference, 
presented once-secret documents in- 
tended to show that the atomic 
bombing of Japan in August, 1945, 
to force its surrender was based on 
political rather than military calcula- 
tions. 

Charging a “vast exaggeration” in 
postwar estimates of the cost in 
Allied casualties of defeating Japan 
by invasion, they said the secret 
Manhattan Project to develop the 
atomic bomb, and its huge costs, had 
created powerful momentum and 
temptation to use it without military 
necessity. 

The current U.S. “Star Wars” 
project for research into anti-missile 


defence could, generate similar 
temptations to use resulting new 
weapons “without any military justi- 
fication," said Kelly, who is the 
editor of The National Reporter, a 
quarterly magazine that reports on 
conflicts between the U.S. military- 
intelligence community and consti- 
tutional democracy. 

Kelly and Makhijani disputed the 
belief that Japan was the first 
selected because it was apparent that 
Germany would be defeated before 
the atomic bomb was ready. 

They said Japan was targeted in 
May, 1943, two years before the end 
of the war in Europe, at a time when 
it was expected that the first atomic 
bombs would be ready in Septem- 
ber, 1944. 

Japan was chosen ''largely be- 
cause of the fear that, if the bomb 
was a dud, the Gemans, with their 
atomic capability, would learn more 
from the unexploded parts and make 
more deadly use of them than 


Challenger astronauts fix 
German-made telescope 


SPACE CENTRE, HOUSTON 
(AP). - Challenger's astronauts 
announced Friday they had fixed a 
$60 million telescope-aiming device, 
a key research instrument that will 
be used to study Halley's Comet next 
year. 

Astronaut Loren Acton fed a new 
set of instructions into the device, 
called the Instrument Pointing Sys- 
tem (IPS), and it began accurately 
tracking targets on the sun. 

The astronauts, whose trip got off 
to a troubled start Monday when one 
engine failed during liftoff, had fed 
new instructions into the IPS several 
times over four days, hoping to cor- 
rect a flaw in the computer software 
of the device. The instrument work- 
ed once briefly .before the machine 
malfunctioned again. 

But this time, the IPS kept work- 
ing. 

The German-built IPS is designed 
to track moving objects so precisely 
that it could focus on a moving coin 
650 km away. Verifying the instru- 
ment is a key goal of the Challenger 


Cosmonauts test suits during space walk 


MOSCOW (AP). - Two Soviet cos- 
monauts wbo have been in space for 
nearly two months left the Solyut-7 
orbital station on Friday for a five- 
hour space walk in new “semi-rigid” 
suits designed for work in space, the 
Tass news agency said. 

Mission commander Vladimir 
Dzhanibekov and flight engineer 
Viktor Savinykh fitted additional so- 
lar panels onto the orbital space 
complex's electric power supply sys- 
tem during their work outside the 


Salyut-7, Tass said. 

The panels were brought to the 
Salyut-7 by the Progress-24 trans-

Relatives lose Korean Air Line case 


WASHINGTON (AP). - A judge, 
saying he did not have jurisdiction to 
hold the Soviet Union liable for 
shooting down Korean Air Line 
flight 007, on Friday dismissed a 
lawsuit by relatives of the 269 people 
killed in the 19S3 attack. 

U.S. District Judge Aubrey 
Robinson Jr. also dismissed lawsuits 
against Boeing Co., the plane's 
manufacturer, and Litton Systems, 
Inc. , which made the 747 jumbo jet’s 
navigation system. He ruled the two 
companies could not be held re- 
sponsible for the deliberate destruc- 
tion of the aircraft by Soviet jet 
fighters. 

The plane was shot down over the 


Sea of Japan on September 1, 1983 
after it strayed off course into Soviet 
airspace while en route from 
Anchorage, Alaska, to Seoul. 

In a 17-page opinion, Robinson 
ruled that foreign governments 
could not be sued over state actions 
under the U.S. Foreign Sovereign 
Immunities Act of 1976 and the 
Alien Tort Claims Act.

Uganda opens land borders, 
but airports remain closed 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP). - Gen. 
Cesar Mendoza resigned on Friday 
from the military junta and from his 
post as National Police commander 
after a judge accused 14 policemen 
of being involved in tire killings of 
three Communist Party members. 

After the judge’s accusation was 
made public, hundreds of demon- 
strators took to foe streets of San- 
tiago, shouting “Murders Murders," 
and demanding “Justice Now," 
They battled riot police for more 
than eight hours. 

Reporters saw at least six demon- 
strators injured in clashes with police 
and said dozens were arrested. 
There were no official figures on 
arrests or wounded, but the semi- 
official Orbc news agency said 34 
people had been detained. 

Mendoza was replaced as director 
of the paramilitary national police by 
Gen. Rodolfo Stange, who was 
second in command. Stange had 
offered to resign on Thursday, but 
President Augusto Pinochet re- 
fused. 

Announcing the changeover in a 
nationally broadcast speech. 
Pinochet warned his foes be would 


“adopt the. most drastic measures 
to restore pubic order. ... 

■Mendoza, 66, and one of the four 
orig inal members of the military jun- 
ta behind the 1973 coup, refused to 
elaborate on the reason for his res- 
ignation, saying only he acted "be- 
cause of the present situation in the 
country and to ensure that our in- 
stitution (the national police) re- 
mains united." He said his departure 
from the military government does 
not represent “a break of the reg- 
ime.” 

Stange, 59, is believed to back the 
hard-line policies taken by Pinochet 
against the opposition that is deman- 
ding a restoration of democracy. 

In the ruling that led to the street 
demonstrations. Judge Jose Cano- 
vas said 14 police officers, including 
two colonels, “had participated” in 
the March 30 slayings of the three 
communists, whose throats were 

cut. . 

All 14 officers were dismissed 
Thureday from the Carabineros. The 
policemen were subsequently 
arrested. Two generals in the 30,000- 
man force had resigned earlier fol- 
lowing Canovas’s announcement. 


KAMPALA (AP). - Uganda's land 
borders reopened yesterday, a week 
after the military coup ousting civi- 
lian president Milton Obote. and 
customs and immigration officials 
began clearing long lines of trucks 
stranded at frontier posts.

LONDON (AP). - Journalists at 
Independent Television (UN) have 
voted to join a strike called by rival 
reporters at the British Broadcasting 
Corp. amid growing concern that 
cancellation of a programme on the 
Irish Republican Army had dam- 
aged the BBCs credibility. 

The local chapter of the National 
Union of Journalists at FTN and' 
BBC radio jounalists voted on Fri- 
day to join BBC television jounalists 
in blacking out news broadcasts next 
Wednesday, the day the programme 
bad been scheduled for broadcasts 
on BBC television. 

UN management called the jour- 
nalists’ move “misguided, damaging 
and unconstitutional," and said it 
was invoking a disputes procedure 
which would require the jounalists to 
work normally. 

’ But Giles Smith, UN’s union 
chairman, said the disputes proce- 
dure do not apply and the journalists 
would strike "as a protest of fun- 
damental principle... The govern- 
ment tried to censor the BBC.” 

Prime Minister Thatcher and 
Home Secretary Leon Brittan, 
saying the documentary would have 
boosted terrorists, urged the BBC to 
drop it, and last Tuesday the BBC’s

LIMA (AP). - The government of 
newly installed President Alan Gar- 
cia has asked for a six-month mora- 
torium on paying Peru's $3.7 billion 
foreign debt, and invited its creditors 
to meet in lima to discuss solutions 
to its problems. 

In a televised address last Thurs- 
day night, Minister of the Economy 
Luis Alva Castro detailed an 
“emergency plan” that included 
price controls and a 12 per cent 
devastation of Peru's currency. He 
also reiterated that dollar bank 
accounts would be frozen for 90 
days. The Lima venue is seen as a 
move to offset pressure from the 
U.S. and the International Monet- 
ary Fund. 

He said that the economic situa- 
tion and the unfavourable interna- 
tional climate required the govern- 
ment “to implement an emergency 
package of measures that must differ 
from orthodox recipes.” 


Alva Castro, who is also foreign 
m inis ter, said the government had 
notified the international financial 
community that it proposed post- 
poning its payments, and invited 
economic officials to come to Lima 
to see “realistic solutions." 

“This does not mean we are aban- 
doning our irreversible goal of hon- 
ouring the obligations Peru has con- 
tracted abroad,” he said. 

“But obviously we are operating 
on the principle that our first obliga- 
tion is to the Peruvians. ..” 

Garcia said in his inaugural speech 
that Peru would limit its debt pay- 
ments for the next 12 months to 10 
per cent of the amount of the coun- 
try's export earnings. 

Peru's foreign debt is $13.6b. It is 
$425 million behind in its interest 
payments, while inflation is running 
at more than 160 per cent annually.

CHEYENNE, Wyoming (AP). - A 
thunderstorm that hit Cheyenne sent 
cars and trucks floating down streets 
filled with 2 metres of water, blocked 
streets with drifts of hail, and left at 
least eight people dead and 12 mis- 
smgj'-authoiities said Friday.

Water behind an earthen dam 
west of the city was receding, but 
officials who had feared the dam 
might collapse faced a National

Plans by Greenpeace to have a 
fleet of protest ships at Mururoa by 
September 2, when a meeting of 
countries that signed the nuclear 
non-proliferation treaty is due to 
begin in Geneva, were abandoned 
when the Rainbow Warrior was 
sunk.

Experts see economic growth; 
but what of securities prices? 


NEW YORK (AP). - Wall Street’s 
optimists are growing increasingly 
confident that U.S. economic 
growth is reviving. 

But they are not quite so emphatic 
in their reading of what the faster 
pace will mean for the securities 
markets. 

Most of the recent readings of the 
state of the U.S. economy have been 
positive. The Index of Leading In- 
dicators. the official government 
crystal ball, showed a gain of I per 
cent for June. 

Factory orders also jumped in the 
same, month, and the Labour De- 
partment report for July showed a 
iarger-th an -expected increase in the 
number of civilian jobs - though the 
unemployment rate remained stuck 
at 7.3 per cent. 

If renewed vigour in the economy 


is being taken almost as a given, 
however, analysts say it does not 
automatically spell good news for 
the stock market. They point out 
that the market tends to do best 
when h is anticipating periods of 
growth, rather than when that 
growth is actually taking place. 

Since it reached record highs in 
mid-July, the market has had trouble 
making any further progress. In the 
past week, the Dow Jones Average 
of 30 industrials slipped 4.03 to 
1.353.05. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
Composite Index lost .50 to 110.85, 
and tiie American Stock Exchange 
Market Value Index was down .53 at 
235.04.

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ABDUL KHALIQ is barely taller 
than his old rifle, but he says he has 
seen enough of life in his 10 years and 
knows he will go to heaven if he is 
killed in the war against the Soviet 
Army. 

“I want to fight for my country, ff I 
die i will be a martyr, " the solemn, 
curly-haired, little bov softly ex- 
plains at a guerrilla base in the Kunar 
Valley. 

Twice this summer Abdul and the 
other young boys age nine and up 
were thrown into the fighting against 
Soviet commandos and paratroopers 
who spearheaded a major assault on 
the Kunar. 

More than 10,000 Soviet soldiers 
seized control of the long narrow 
valley in eastern Afghanistan after 
more than two weeks of savage fight- 
ing in which hundreds are thought to 
have been killed and wounded on 
both sides. 

The Soviet Union began sending 
military forces into Afghanistan in 
December 1979, installing the Marx- 
ist government of Babrak Karma] 
and" staying to support the Afghan 
army in its effort to crush the Mos- 
lem rebels. There are ‘well over 
It 10.00(1 Soviet troops in the country. 

"I went to the front and shot at the 
infidels. ” says Abdul, holding his 
World War 11 -vintage rifle. "The 
Russians have come to my country, 
so I must fight them." 

He is one of the "little Mujahe- 
deen" serving and fighting with

guerrilla units in the eastern Kunar 
Valley. Like the others, Abdul- 
joined 3t the age of nine and is a 
one-year veteran of the war. 

Much of the time the boys act as 
bearers or servants for their elders, 
carrying equipment, cleaning 
weapons and preparing and serving 
food. But when there is fighting, no 
allowance is made for age - the boys 
go with the others. 


AJDAR KHAN, a top guerrilla 
commander in the Kunar, says he 
has about 30 boys between the ages 
of 10 and 12 serving with his forces. 
The boys must fight because the war 
against the Soviets has been' very 
bloody this year and the guerrillas 
need every last hand, he says. 

"We have to train them, for who 
will continue when we die?” He 


for the holy war. Maybe it is strange 
for you, but you are living in a free 
country,” Khan says. 

"When we have a free country, 
then our children will not fight any- 
more. ” he says. But there are many 
years of war left and many more 
children will become Mujahedeen. 

Khan has two sons, aged 14 and 
eight. The eldest son first saw action 
at the age of nine and joins the 
fighting each summer, hts father 
says. The youngest son will fight for 
the first time next year. 

“He will be a Mujahedeen." the 
father says, with a proud smile. 


Khan. 40. was puzzled by ques- 
tions of why chUdren are being 
thrown into the war. 

To fight for Afghanistan’s free- 
dom inthe Jihad, or holy war. is 
the highest attainment anyone of any 
age can desire, they say. Anyone 
who dies in the struggle is assured of 
instant martyrdom "and paradise, 
they add. 

"It's not strange for us to send our 
children to war. We must train them 


KHAN, EVIDENTLY a kind, con- 
siderate man loved and admired by 
his followers of all ages, says he can 
think of nothing better as a father 
than to send his sons to the war. 

"When we send our children to 
the front we know that if they are 
martyred it is in the cause of Allah. If 
they kill the enemy, it is the way of 
God." Khan says. 

"I am pleased as a father." he 
says. “We are glad that our children 
are fighting for the cause." 

Hie boys take the same chances as 
the other guerrillas. The guerrillas in 
the Kunar have no medical person- 
nel or medicine and the only chance 
for the wounded is to be tied to a 


stretcher and carried over the moun- 
tains into Pakistan for up to 20 
houis. On the other side there is a 
long trip by truck over mountain 
roads to refugee hospitals 320 
kilometres away. 

Ghulam Jan is a tall, awkward 
teenager of'15 who first saw action 
when he was nine. He now goes to a 
refugee school in Pakistan in winter 
and returns to fight with the guerril- 
las each summer. 

The war in the Kunar is very much 
a family affair. 

Ghulam Jan is Khan's youngest 
brother and two more brothers are 
part of the guerilla group, while 
other relatives fight in other bands. 

Ghulam also took part in the 
bloody battles in Kunar in June and 
was caught several times in the fierce 
Soviet air attacks and artillery bom- 
bardments. 

■ "I am happy when I am fighting. It 
is for Islam,” he says, squirming 
uncomfortably while being ques- 
tioned. 

THE "LITTLE Mujahedeen" say 
they have missed nothing. School, 
sports and play are for very little 
children, a luxury they cannot have 
when there is war. they say. 

Education for most bov children 
of the Mujahedeen is little more than 
a grounding in Islamic religion and a 
thorough knowledge of the weapons 
that surround them from their ear- 
liest days. 

"Holy war is better than going to

brouaht home to his family. When 


brought home to his family. When 
the woman came down the stairs and 
saw the boy's battered body, she 
turned to his companions and said 
she would immediately fetch her 
youngest and last son and send him 
to fight with them. 


Little Abdul says life with the 
Mujahedeen and fighting the invad- 
ers was all he wanted. Maybe when 
the war was over and if be was still 
alive there would be time for other 
things, he adds. “When we win. I 
want to go back to school." he says.

Biggest thing in the universe 


ASTRONOMERS SAY they have 
identified the biggest known struc- 
ture in the universe, an enormous 
string of galaxies that offers tantaliz- 
ing hints about the origin and possi- 
ble fate of the universe itself. 

The "filament" of galaxies and 
clusters of galaxies stretches more 
than one billion light years, or about 
10 trillion billion kilometres, accord- 
ing to the astronomers who reported 
their findings this month to the 
National Science Foundation here. 

In a telephone interview. Dr. Jack 
Bums, associate astronomy profes- 
sor at the University of New Mexico, 
said the identification that he and 
graduate student David Batuski 
r made provides new evidence there is 
much more to the universe than the 
stars and other visible matter. 

It also is a new indication, .that 
galaxies such as our 'own Milky Way

were formed through condensation 
and fragmentation From enormous 
clouds of gas. rather than the other 
way around, he said. 

Without much more than the visi- 
ble matter, there simply would not 
be enough mass, enough gravitation- 
al force, to hold such a huge super- 
cluster of galaxies together, he theo- 
rized. 

Growing evidence of the existence 
of greater' amounts of gravitational 
force also lends support to theories 
that the "end of the world” may well 
come when gravity causes the uni- 
verse to stop expanding and begin to 
collapse. 

"Thara probably the biggest un- 
answered question- in astronomy," 


he said: whether the universe will 
keep expanding or whether "the 
entire universe in a number of bil- 
lions of years will begin contracting 
down into what some people have 
called a *big crunch’." 

ALTHOUGH the newly identified 
filament is the largest yet identified, 
it isn’t the first. Astronomers using 
radio telescopes in West Virginia 
and Puerto Rico identified one ab- 
out 700 million light years long three 
years ago. and other smaller ones 
have also been discovered. 

Bums said that in light of the 
existence of such superclusters, "We 
must postulate the existence of a 
dominant component of the upive^e -- 
- 'consisting of non-luminous mattat.'jJZj 


He said no one really knows what 
that is. though he suggested it niight 
consist of "some form of dark or 
unseen matter such as exotic parti- 
cles predicted recently by high ener- 
gy physicists." 

It is even possible, he said, that all 
matter in the universe is connected 
"much like a giant sponge with quite 
large holes in it. That view isn't 
necessarily inconsistent with our 
findings." 

He said he and his colleague iden- 
tified the superduster on which 
they're reporting from among the 
first three target areas they focused 
on. It is in the direction of the 
constellations Perseus and Pegasus 
and lies between 200 million and 1 
billion light years from earth. 

The discovery, he said, "may have 
been dumb luck. We don't know if 
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FOR AS little as $200, an American 
hobbyist can buy a computer and 
hook it to a telephone line. This 
month authorities pressed charges 
against seven teenagers who. they 
said, used that technology to tele- 
phone around the world for free and 
buy goods on other people’s credit 
cards.

150 hours at a computer keyboard 
working on the case, said the youths 
also got a list of telephone numbers ' 
of Pentagon workers and used their 
computers to dial the numbers. -The 
Defence Department said it had in- • 
vestigated. the case and that there 
was no penetration of its computer 
systems, many of which are highly 
classified.

COMPUTERIZED “bulletin 
boards" are computers equipped to. 
receive messages and post them for 
retrieval by other computer users. 

Such firms as CompuServe ^ Dow 
Jones and the Source operate com- 
mercial bulletin boards and sell ac- 
cess' for a fee. But there are 
thousands of private and semi- 
private systems operating from 
homes or businesses on which peo- 
ple can exchange messages. Some of 
these even specialize in listing the 
telephone numbers of other bulletin 
boards. 

Legitimate purposes of these pri- 
vate systems include the exchange of 
hobby information and non- 
copyrighted oomputer programmes. 
Others offer directories of bard-to- 
find goods and services on topics 
from astronomy and photography to 
aids for the handicapped. But some 
contain information on how to break 
into computers where hobbyists are 
not welcome.

.jatyt ffiere have many real-life, 
examples of computer intrusion. 

In March, two teenage computer 
hobbyists in Massachusetts, accused 
of secretly invading a computer and 
damaging a university’s files, were 
ordered to give their electronic hard- 
ware to a programme for the dis- 
abled at the college. 

The youths did not plead gufliy 
but admitted they woe involved in 
the incidents, in which staff and 
students were temporarily locked 
out of their own computer system. 
Damage to computer files was esti- 
mated at $16,000. 

In June 1984, four youths set off 
an intensive FBI search after offi- 
cials of the U.S. space agency, 
NASA, realized that two agency 
computers had been entered by an 
outsider. 

The FBI traced phone calls made 
to the NASA computers, leading 
them to the homes of the four 
youths. A government attorney said 
the youths would not be prosecuted, 
but that future electronic forays 
might lead to prison.

BEIRUT (AP). - So you think your 
handicap’s bad? Pity Lebanon’s gol- 
fers. They face the ultimate hazards 
- artillery shells, rockets, stray bul- 
lets and marauding gunmen. 

And that’s only on the fairways. In 
Beirut, you've got to be a golf fanatic 
if you want to play on what must be 
foe world’s most dangerous course. 
Golfers risk death in Beinit’sviolent 
streets or while crossing the green 
line that slices the capital into Mos- 
lem and Christian sectors. 

“But it's worth it,” says Salim 
Salam, President of tire Goff Club of 
Lebanon, who also heads the coun- 
try’s-troubled Middle East Airlines. 

Salam, trying to keep both institu- 
tions going in wax-torn Lebanon, is 
dreeifolly optimistic. 

“Golfs about foe only recreation 
that's left here,” he said in an inter- 
view, kissing his favorite wood. 

Now, as the game picks up again, 
the Qub has sent a three-man team 
to represent Lebanon in the Pan- 
Arab games in Rabat, Morocco. The 
organizers included golf in this year’s 
events at foe request of Lebanon’s 
indefatigable golfers. The team com- 
prises two physicians and Lebanon's 
golfing champion, Bilal Gan dour. 

Some 350. members staunchly 
share Salam ’s upbeat mood and 
flock to the carefully manicured 18- 
hole course near the bomb-shattered 


Sabra and Shatflla Palestinian re- 
fugee camps." 

They tee-off behind huge red ear- 
then mounds thrown up to stop bul- 
lets and shrapnel from the fighting 
that has spluttered around the 
course for years. 

* Veterans still remember an over- 
cautious Angelicas diplomat who 
made 18 holes dad in a bullet-proof 
flak jacket. He was followed by 
three aimed bodyguards in the early 
stages of the 10-yeax-old civil war. 

He died of cancer years later. 

Precautions are useful, but they 
don't always stop' a bullet. Six 
months ago one goffer was putting 
on the seventh green when a 
machine-gun round shattered his 
neck and left him paralyzed. 

Play stopped briefly two months 
ago when tire war in foe refugee 
camps between Shiite Moslem nnli- 
tiamen and Palestinian guerrillas 
raged- 

It took a fortune and a lot of 
imagination to bring the dub back to 
its feet, officials said. 

‘Tour days after that war started, 
we collected about one kilogram of 
bullets from the swimming pool 
alone,” said Salam, who enjoys dis- 
playing foe dub’s scars of war. 

And they’re everywhere. In foe 
clubhouse foyer, championship pla- 
ques with the inscription “not play- 


ed” in bronze letters mark foe most 
violent cycles of Lebanon’s decade- 
old civil war- 

The local course wouldn't suit 
Jack Nicklaus or Seve Ballesteros, 
but it has a particular nigged charm. 
It is located alongside Beirut's seaf- 
ront and can be considered a- links 
course. 

One of its main attractions is the 
fourth bole, which is a par five. To 
shoot from the tee you aim for the 
minaret of a mosque on the skyline. 

To counter a heavy drop in mem- 
bership from 850 to 330, cham- 
pionship play has resumed. More 
players now are braving foe dangers 
of Beirut to get back into the swing. 

To cope with a financial crisis, foe 
management resorted to planting 
cacti to replace barbed wire fendng 
around the coarse because the wire 
costs too ranch. 

The dub faces other problems. 
Squatters, some of them driven from 
their homes by foe fighting, started 
moving into, foe dub's grounds to 
build themselves shanties. 

Well-connected club officials 
came up with a Lebanese comprom- 
ise to the problem. They hired mili- 
tiamen who had been fighting 
around foe course to throw out foe 
squatters - then gave 55 of the home- 
less men jobs as caddies.

.In a letter to foe llfo Maccabiah 
Organizing Committee (in which no 
reply was ever received) 1 suggested 
that araore adequate bridge be bnilt, 
or to have several alternative exits to 
the buses from the stadium 
Itwould have been a comparative- . 
Iy inexpensive exercise to put up a 
Bailey bridge for the 12th Maccabiah 
if a more permanent structure could 
notbe justified. • 

•Will we have to wait until a child is 
trampled to death before foe Macca- 
biah Organising Committee rectify 
tills extremely dangerous situation? 

It takes the Israeli army less than 6 

hours to construct bridges over Suez, 
yetit takes the Maccabiah organising 
committee bn excess of 4 years to 
arrange a simple structure of 30 
metres.

After the Games are over

“World Maccabi must follow the 
recent 12th Maccabiah Games with 
its ‘Tapuz' programme to send 
thousands of Jewish teenagers to 
Israel for winter and summer 
courses, every year between foe 
quadrennial Maccabiahs,” Fred 
Worms, the chairman of the World 
Maccabi Union, told me very 
emphatically. 

Worms believes that the Macca- 
biah gave Maccabi throughout the 
world and in Israel “a shot in the 
arm.” 

“We have to ask ourselves now, 
what next?” Worms said. “In my 
opinion, our most important task is 
to bring back Judaism into the Mac- 
cabi movement. Maccabi youth 
know they are Jewish, but they do 
not know what that means.” He 
went on, “We must use all our 
resources to step up Jewish educa- 
tion among the youth, and that is just 
as important in Israel as it is 
abroad.” 

He said that there are many Jews 
of means who held equally strong 
views about the importance of a 
meaningful Jewish education, and 
pointed to a contribution of $250,000 
by John Rubens of London for this 
specific purpose. 

Worms thought that the drift away 
from Jewish content in youth move- 
ments like foe Maccabi was due to 
tbe “muscular Judaism” philosophy 
of Max Nordau. whose overriding 
aim was to make foe Jews like other 
“normal people.” 

He said that two-thirds of Jewish 
youth outside of Israel are in danger 
of assimilating. “We have to work 
much harder at the third that do have 
Jewish ubringing and consciousness. 


We have to tackle the 15- to 19-year- 
olds before they join the Battle of 
foe Campus, where in foe past we 
have lost lots of Jews and many 
public relations encounters.” 
Worms said. 

Tbe most potent nay to teach Judaism b u> 
bring (be johUi io Israel, be thinks. Luckily we 
now have the ffcdHtfes hi Israel to ndderuke the 
task. 

During the recent Maccubi 
Games, Worms was especially de- 
lighted with the facilities offered the 
visiting sportsmen. “When wc came 
for the 3rd Maccabiah in 1950 we 
lived in tents in Mahane Yehuda and 
foe main meals of the day comprised 
fish fingers," he recalled. In 1956. 
foe decision was taken to build the 
Kfar Hamaccabiah on 80 dunams in 
Ramat Gan. Worms is the only 
member of the original planning 
committee still alive. Lord Nathan, 
Ramat Gan Mayor Avraham Krinit- 
ri, Yosef Yekutieli, Shalom Zys- 
man, Pierre Gildesgame and Haim 
Wein were among the Maccubi lead- 
ers who did not live to see their 
dreams come to fruition. 

The Kfar Hamaccabiah today is a 
highly successful country club, which 
also serves as the headquarters of ihe 
Maccabiah Games and, if Worms 
has bis way, it can become a highly 
important Jewish Youth Education 
Centre.

Coalition brinkmanship 


NEARLY eleven months since Labour and the Likud decided 
to form a broad, so-called national unity coalition, dashes 
between the leaders of both parties have become an almost 
daily phenomenon. There is growing acrimony with each 
incident and the arguments become more furious. Thursday's 
open clash in the inner cabinet between Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres and Industry and Trade Minister Ariel Sharon was just 
another case in point which has brought the precarious 
coalition a step further towards the brink. 

Yet, as has often been the case before, both Labour and 
Likud leaders once more made efforts to contain the damage, 
claiming that they still wish to keep the fragile national unity 
government together. These protestations notwithstanding, 
one can no longer escape the question of how long this artifidal 
partnership between two almost diametrically opposed ideolo- 
gies can actually last. 

If one was still entertaining certain doubts as to. the serious- 
ness and depth of the growing rift between the two major 
coalition partners, Mr. Sharon's two lengthy radio and Televi- 
sion interviews over the weekend should have provided a rude 
awakening. Speaking in his usual sanctimonious manner, he 
tried to convince his listeners that he was the one person who 
for the past 30 years had found the right solutions for Israel's 
major security problems, even though he was often alone in 
proposing them at first. 

By Mr. Sharon's book, he is the one who always puts national 
interest before narrow party calculations, whereas the “other 
party" puts faction and political party interests before those of 
the nation. That, according to Mr. Sharon, applies particularly 
to Mr. Peres, who, as prime minister, must cease to represent 
only one part of the coalition. Quickly and conveniently 
forgotten were his own apologies on Thursday to the prime 
minister over precisely the same arguments during the stormy 
session of the inner cabinet. 

The narrow, factional interests of the Labour Party were, of 
course, also to blame for the fact that the unfortunate war in 
Lebanon, of which he was the chief architect, failed to achieve 
its proclaimed aims. 

The broad, national unity coalition government was formed 
last September primarily because neither Labour nor the Likud 
could muster a narrow coalition majority of tljeir own. It was a 
purely pragmatic move which could have become a marriage of 
convenience that could possibly last, had the major partners 
stuck to the rules of the game. 

If that attitude held in part, on the issue of withdrawal from 
Lebanon, it certainly no longer applied to the second major 
issue for die solution of which the broad coalition was formed - 
the emergency economic plan. Likud-Herut leaders, such as 
Deputy Prime Minister David Levy, attacked the plan as if they 
were the voice of the opposition. 

Conveniently disregarded was the fact that Likud-Liberal 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i was the chief architect of the 
economic plan and that the mess from which it is attempting to 
rescue the country is the direct result of seven years of Likud 
rule. 

It is therefore no coincidence that recently each clash 
between Labour and Likud leaders has brought with it calls 
supporting the breaking up of the present coalition and 
preparing for early elections. One of the most outspoken critics 
who has been voicing this view is Labour s Absorption Minister 
Ya’acov Tsur, a close ally of Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

There have been reports over the weekend that the Labour 
Party is seriously considering setting up advance election 
headquarters, possibly aiming for early elections next February 
by which time the economic plan could show some positive 
results. Another consideration by the Labour Party for early 
elections can also have been caused by recent polls which show 
a serious drift of Likud votes towards the ultra-nationalist 
Tehiya party and Meir Kahane’s Kach list. 

Be that as it may, coalition brinkmanship has come closer to 
the brink recently than at any point during the past year. But 
before early elections are given serious thought, Lnhi «■ rn»wt 
explore the possibility of forming a narrow 
might be more feasible under present circumstances than it was 
a year ago. Mr. Moda'i's increasing isolation within his own 
party may be the key for such a move.

(Con tinned from Page One) 
charges and Albin’s recent decision 
to acquire a home in London and 
move his wife and two children 
there, while he commuted to Israel. 
Other sources said be had decided to 
leave the country and had already 
rented offices in London from which 
he intended to run his business con- 
cerns. A month ago he was seen in 
Kenya where he was said to have 
business interests. 

Albin's break with Eisenberg be- 
gan with the stock exchange collapse 
of January 1983 in which the Eisen- 
berg Group lost a great deal of 
money. Nevertheless, a year later 
Albin was instrumental in the group 
significantly increasing its stake in 
the Israel Corporation when he 
negotiated the purchase of a large 
block of IC shares from the Mizrachi 
Bank. 

This in turn involved the group in 
Zim's heavy losses, the shipping line 
being the ICs largest single invest- 
ment. 

The final break came in mid-1984, 
when Eisenberg forced out Albin 
and Zuchovitzky, replacing them 
with another son-in-law, Yigal 
Dim ant. and with Eisenberg's son 
Erwin. Subsequently. Albin relin- 
quished his Piryon company hold- 
ings to the group and bought from 
them the Amissar and Nechushtan 


investment companies. 





Albin was at the height of his 
power during Yoram Aridor's te- 
nure as finance minister and was said 
to have been the Eisenberg Group's 
prime conduit to the Likud govern- 
ments. He is said to have boasted 
once that he had the Liberal Party in 
his pocket because he had “bought 
it.” 

Although he had lately been less 
active in the Liberal Party, he had 
earlier given Sharir a suite of offices 
in the Asia House headquarters of 
the Eisenberg Group. Albin himself 
was involved some years back in a 
short-lived tourist enterprise in 
Caesarea with Tel Aviv cafe-owner 
Rafi Shauli. Albin is also said to have 
been linked with former MK Samuel 
Ratto- Sharon. 

At the time of his death Albin was 
part owner of a chain of publications 
that included Moninn magazine, the 
Hadashot tabloid, and the Kesafim 
and Globes financial papers. He had 
also given substantial financial help 
to the Voice of Peace radio station, 
thus permitting its owner Abie 
Nathan to resume broadcasting 
again last week. 

Albin had also for a time been an 
active partner in Roll Films which he 
was reportedly building up prepara- 
tory to die expected introduction of 
a commercial television channel. 
Roll Films secured the contract to 
prepare the Likud's televised elec- 
tion propaganda in lasl year’s elec- 
tions. 

Contacted last night, Sharir said, 
“1 ara deeply shocked. We were vety 
good friends. 1 can find no words to 
express my shock.” 

Other friends of Albin dismissed 
any report of suicide. “Micky was a 
fighter. He would have fought any 
charges against him.” they said.

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IN MY WORK at the Knesset I have 
at times taken stands similar, or even 
identical, to those of some of my 
colleagues from the Likud. This is 
quite natural, but each time it hap- - 
pens, doubts assail me, and I hur- 
riedly double-check myself to ascer- 
tain whether I have not made some 
mistake. 

This rechedcing stems not from a 
belief that all the Likud's stands, on 
eveiy matter, are always wrong, but 
from the knowledge that a deep and 
basic gap exists between our respec- 
tive starting points, our ultimate 
goals and our ways of thinking. A 
. correspondence in our stands, while 
theoretically possible, is nonetheless 
cause for suspicion and demands 
double-checking. 

After last week's moves concern- 
ing the joint Jordanfan-PaJestinian 
delegation, it is my duty to make 
amicably a suggestion to Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres: recheck 
your stand. Kol Israel's news analyst 
speedily informed us that on the 
question of the new peace initiative, 
there was no divergence of opinion 
between Labour and the Likud, and 
that the government was united in its 
rejection of the suggested list of 
Palestinians for the delegation

announcement. Deputy Prime 
Minister David Levy declared that in 
rejecting the latest move in the peace 
process, he was speaking for both 
the main coalition parties. Is such a 
close convergence of opinions, on 
such a centrafand critical question of 
Israel's policy, possible?

is one of the sides mistakenly taking 
up the stand of its opponent? 

In the various reactions there 
were, however, clear differences of' 
nuance. Yitzhak Shamir stated that 
not only does he totally oppose the 
proposed list, but even that the 
whole peace process is illusory. 
There is no peace initiative, and no 
frankness or practical value to King 
Hussein's proposals. The entire 
affair is an illusion. 

Shimon Peres’ aides, on the other 
band, stated only that they were

From the point of view of the Israeli 
Labour Party, then, there is un- 
doubtedly much to discuss, but the 
central problem is with whom to 
hold talks. 

The deciding factor m politics, 
however, is not verbal acrobatics or 
nuances of formulations but the real- 
ity that imposes itself on policymak- 
ers.

ELECTION PROCEDURES for 
the Knesset currently require a party 
to receive a minimum percentage of 
votes in order to win a seat. A 
majority demanding the raising of 
this threshold from one per cent to 
2.3 per cent is growing tn the Knes- 
set, while MK Micha Harish, prop- 
oses raising the percentage to 4 per 
cent. 

What will be the profile of the 
Knesset if such legislation is 
acepted? 

An exact prediction is impossible 
without knowing the political cir- 
cumstances in the next elections, but 
some hypotheses can be assumed: 

□ The Citizens Rights Movement 
(CRM) percentage of votes- in the 
11th Knesset was about 2. 5 per cent. 
Mapam has not been independent 
since 1965, and according to recent 
surveys now has J.5 per cent of 
votes. ShiDui averages 2 per cent of 
the votes. The Progressive List for 
Peace (PLP) could hardly pass the 
new threshold. Only the Democratic 
Front for Peace and Equality 
(DFPE-Commurtists) achieve more 
than 2.5 per cent; this will assure 
them a victory in the next Knesset.

Apparently, the parties fearing 
they will not receive seats in the 
Knesset will attempt mergers. The 
realistic probability is a union of 
CRM and Mapam. It is unlikely that 
the anti-socialistic Shinui would 
agree to join such a union. A union 
between the PLP and the DFPE 
would be problematic, though not 
unachievable. 

□ Shinui might attempt to build the 
new central party, consisting of Shi- 
nui and parts of Yahad, Ometz and 
perhaps some Liberals or Indepen- 
dent Liberals. Electoral success 
could be anticipated for some indi- 


viduals, such as Amn on Rubinstein, 
Ezer Weizman, Yigael Hurvitz, 
Shlomo Lahat and Yehezkel Hor- 
roelech. 

□ Divided as they are, the reli- 
gious parties should fear such legisla- 
tion. The National Religious Party's 
and Shas’s 2.5 per cent of the votes 
each in the 11th Knesset does not 
promise them sure success. The new 
restriction might lead to an alliance 
of Mora&ha and NRP. Tanri could 
join the central party, only If MK 
Virshubsky will move to his natural 
place - the CRM. Agudat YIsrael 
might solve its problem by joining 


Poalei Agudat Yisrael. 

□ None of the rightist parties have 
problems with the new restriction. 
Tehiya - initiator of the legislation - 
and Kach each have more than the 
2.5 per cent in public opinion polls. 
It is too early to tell whether the 
Knesset’s ban on racist parties pas- 
sed last week will succeed in keeping 
Kach out of the K nesset . 

THE 12TH KNESSET, then, would 
have seven to eight parties, instead 
of 17 parties in the current Knesset 
(25 elected, plus Mapam and Poalei 
Agudat Yisrael which separated 
from their bigger parties). Yet, is a 
seven to eight party Knesset more 
effective than the others? Nobody 
has the answer. 

Even with such a concentrated 
Knesset, a . unified coalition, is not 
assured. Moreover, it might be diffi- 
cult to create an entirely leftist or 
rightist coalition, and this could ne- 
cessitate forming a national unity 
government all over again. 

Who will benefit from the raised 
percentage? 

I mil risk predicting that the left is 
precisely the group that wfll be hurt. 
Obviously, no Likud voter will vote 


fbr the CRM-Mapam union. At 
most, if will be supported by floating 
voters of the Labour. PLP might join 
the DFPE or CRM-Mapam but it is 
likely to campaign hard for Israeli- 
Arabs, who voted for Labour and • 
Yahad in the past. In case of a new 
central party, most of its voters will 
be former supporters of Shinui. 
Yahad, Ometz and the Labour Par- ; 
ty. Thus, tbe Likud, Kach and : 
Tehiya have no reason to fear such ' 
legislation. Apparently, the reli--; 
giou$ faction will prefer the renewal 
of their partnership with the Likud, ' 
and hot with the left. 

FROM THESE calculations it does 
not seem that raising the percentage 
will ensure parliamentary stability. 
Adding to this the decrease in the 
Labour Pary's status, power and 
uniqueness, the unavoidable conclu- 
sion is that the leftist leaders' 
attempts for raising the percentage 
are most peculiar. 

As for electoral reform, I do not 
favour sectoral-regional elections, 
since such a system may lead to 
social schism and public corruption 
in our little state.

Sir, - Isadora Kaplan's recent let- 
ter regarding the Conservative 
Movement's reaction to the Knesset 
members who voted, to amend the 
Law of the Return typifies, that mix- 
ture of smug naivete and casual 
disrespect which so infuriates many 
Conservative and Reform Jews. 

The issue is not whether a small 
number of converts wfll be recog- 
nized as Jews under the Law of 
Return -The issue at stake is whether 
nr not a distinct minority of the 
. swish people have a right to co-opt 
Israel, which was created for aH 
Jews, and to use it as a weapon for 
their own sectarian purposes. 

The Law of Return was tbe ulti- 
mate expression of Israel's Zionist 
origins and purposes and was meant 
to be inclusive. In foe United States, 
borne of a major component of 
world Jewry, foe vast majority of 
religious affiliated Jews have chosen 
non-Orthodox movements and in-' 
stitutions through which to express 
their commitment. A distinct minor- 
ity of religiously affiliated Jews, self- 
defined in various ways as Ortho- 
dox, observant, Tora-true, etc., 
have taken the stand that only they 
represent true or authentic Judaism. 

I can find no fault with their so 
believing and with their following 
through on their belief within their 
own institutions. 

What I find unacceptable is their 
attempt, in cooperation with their 
Israeli counterparts, to make the 
State of Israel a partisan in these 
religious disputes. 

It is not foe function of a secular 
Knesset which includes in its mem- 
bership a significant number of 
atheists, plus communists, Moslems 
and Christians, to decide which form 
of Jewish religion is “kosher.” That 
is a matter for the Jewish people and 
their religious leaders to decide. 

The religious institutions of Israel 
have many deficiencies, including 


exclusion of non-Orthodox express- 4 
ions, but they certainly have a right 
to define for themselves who qual- 
ifies for Jewish status.
